value. 
Tliftl it ftiWs greatly to tho value ai;<l 


bulk of tho crops, every farmer can satisfy 
himself by taking pains to weigh his crops 
where lime has been applied, and 
whore 


other fertilizers arc used. 
No ono quality 


of the noil is more essential, though ninny 
nro more expensive. 
A writer in tho Con- 


cord Statesman has; an able and instructive 
article on thia point, which we will quote in 
part; "Not until farmers understand that 
lime has other quite as important effects as 
that of immediately increasing the bulk of 
crops will its value be fully appreciated. 
It 


is sometimes quick, and always fiuro and 
lasting. 
Liming by the fathers enriches the 


sons, is an old English saying. 
Sunshine 


and rain arc no more certain to benefit, than 
is lime when properly applied: but there 
would bo just as much sense in putting a 
quart of pepper into a gallon of soup, as in 
applying gas-lime nt the rate many have ap- 
plied it. 
Every farmer knows that worms 


breed 
rapidly 
in 
mnnure, 
and 


that 
it 
contains 
weed 
seeds 
in 


abundance. 
Sulphite 
of 
lime, which 


comprises a part of gas-lime, is defitructive to 
both. Mnnure is the farmer's main stay, and 
whoever talks to tho contrary either don't 
know what he 13 about or wishes to deceive. 
Lime and plaster may be very profitably used 
with it, but are by no means n substitute for 
it. 
It has been thought by many that lime 


mixed with manure causes a loss of ammonia. 
and this is no doubt true if too much caustic 
lime is used, or if there ^considerable carboc- 
ate and sulphate of ammonia, as there is in 
hen manure, night soil, etc. For these rep.- 
sons I have supposed that it would not be 
well fo mix gas- limes with mnnure unless it 
was to be applied immediately to tbe Innd 
and mixed with tho Poil ; but from recent in- 
vestigation from Dr. Voclker and others, as to 
tho loss of nitrogen by the exposure of ma- 
nure, I am led to believe that one of the 
best uses of gas-lime, as it contains but little 
caustic lime, is to compost with stable ma- 


ure, 
parlii-nlnrly M hogs are kept to mix if, 


ecause it hastens its decomposition nnd 


form.1) nitrates. Not more than one bushel of 
lime to fifty of manure should be nsed. and 
cnro must bo taken to prevent its steaming.

There is more or less loss 
by leaching and evaporating from all soils, 


hich cannot be avoided; but, by proper 
nre, the mixing of soils, (clay and muck

it necessary to ur?o more because it is cheap. 
The question for them to solve is, whether 
(hey 
will buy all , tho elements at a higher 


cost, properly mixed lo give an immediate) 
jeuofit. but which do not last more than one 
or two years, or only those low-cost ele- 
ments, like lime and plaster, which, if ju- 
diciously used with manuro and muck, 
ihough not always as immedinte, are sure 
to make the other elements in manure and 
soil available to crops, and nro very lasting.'1

cheaply. The parents wish to havs th«u> em- 
ployed that tho income of the family maj 
bo increased. Under thoie cifoumat«no«i it 
is unquestionably the duly of tut >Ut* to 
protect tho children against a double cu- 
pidity. It should fix tho age below which 
no child should bo employed in n factory, 
tho hours of labor of nil women anil young 
persons, if not of men, and tho amount of 
schooling which children fibould bo com- 
pelled to receive. 


To any such plan as this tho parents of 


factory 
children would al onco object. 


Their 
poverty would bo increased, and 


many who could live without charity If they 
had their children's pay would without it 
bo obliged to apply for assistance. 
But 


there can bo no doubt that it would be 
cheaper for tho slato to support these fam- 
ilies than to pay for (ho ignorance, sickness 
and crinio that are certain to follow the 
present policy. 
On tho other hand, it i« 


not certain that tho parents would suffer 
oven financially beyond n few months. 
The 


employment of children in tho mills keeps 
down tho price of labor. 
Grown men and 


women with families to ^support aro now 
practically brought into competition with 
children ton or a dozen years old. Let 
these children bo taken out of the mills 
and put to school and Iho law of supply and 
demand would immediately raise tho wages 
of tho adults remaining. Various trades 
unions havo endeavored to benefit their 
members by resisting tho introduction into 
tho trade of apprentices in any considerable 
numbers, but tho mill operatives do not 
seem to havo discovered that it is of great 
importance to them to keep the children 
but of the mills. 


Sir. McNeil! recommends that Iho school 


ago iucludo all from live to eighteen years of 
ago, that they be enrolled, aud their ages, 
addres?es and places of employment, if em- 
ployed, be registered annually in books kept 
fov that purpose. Ho also advocates com- 
pulsory returns from school committees, os- 
essors of towns and cities, and employers 
having children nndor their control ni work- 
TS, tho schedule to contain such inquiries 
as when answered will give to the legislature 
ind tho public full information as to tho 
lumber of children in the state and in school 
of six years End under (that is, between firo 
and sis), between six aud twelve, between 
;welvo and fifteen, aud between fifteen and 
ilghtccu, and over eighteen ; together with 
tho actual attendance aud non-attendance, 
rith causes of all absence, whoro it exceeds 
ton half-days in any one month.

a law similar to tho factory acts of England

Mr. George E. McNeil, who .was appoint- 


ed to investigate matters pertaining to tho 
schooling of children employed iu factories 
In Massachusetts, has just made a reporl 
which is excellent 
reading for 
Rhode 


Islanders as well as for tho citizens of tlio 
Bay state. 
That 
(.0,000 
children, ok" 


enough to go to school, are growing up in 
ignorance is a serious matter, and it indi 
cates that the policy of tho Puritans has 
notbaen followed as closely as the circum- 
stances demanded. 
According to Uov 


Howard's last report over thirteen thouBav 
children in this state,—one third of tho to 
tal school population,—are not even rogis 
teretl in any school. 
It is not only sai 


from a philanthropic point of view, but i 
is dangerous as a matter of public economy 
that out of every hundred children iu 
Rhode Island thirty should be growing \\\ 
in utter ignorance. It is only too true tha 
of the other seventy but n small proportion 
orer get beyond reading short and commoi 
words nud writing with extreme difficulty. 


It is not alone of school privileges tha 


these unfortunate children arc deprived 
Most of them in Mcssachusotts, nnd wo pr« 
sumo tho same is truo of lihodo Island, an 
employed in factories, where they are sub 
Jectod to fatiguing labor and deprived of tl: 
fresh air and out door sports which are on 
nontinl to the physical and mental well being 
of childhood. This unhappy third of 0111 
population is growing up in ignorance no 
only, but with a decided tendency to physi 
cnl degeneration. These children will gro1 


up,—some of them, at least,—and bocom 
the parents of n generation of children 01 
whose Bhouldera will rest nil the evils o 
their own day and a heritage of diucaso, ig 
nuranco nnd vico from their parents.

Tlic Louisiana Report. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 22. 


Tho Times Washington special says that 


the report of the Louisiana committed is a 
very long document,covering the entire his- 
tory of tho political condition of that stato 
liace tho war, and exhibiting tho causes 
which have led to tho present unfortunate 
condition of affairs. 
It was drawn by Gao. 


F. Hour, and tho draft as first submitted by 
the committeo. Its conclusions aro adopt- 
ed by all tho Kepnblicnn members of the 
committee, including Messrs. Foster and 
Phelps. Mr. Marshall will agree to tho 
recommendations of the committee, and.will 
unito with Mr. Foster in a statement show- 
ing that they reached tho same results as 
the other Republican members, but by a 
different course of reasoning. 


The committee recommend tho passage of 


a resolution recognizing Kellogg as governor 
of Louisiana. They also propose a resolu- 
tion declaring that it is the opinion of tho 
Houso that tho Conservatives elected a ma- 
jority of the stato legislature in the last elec- 
tion, that some of tho members elected were 
fraudulently deprived of the scats to which 
they were entitled, and while Congress rain 
tako no measures to correct tho wrong, it is 
tho judgment of tho Houso that tho legisla- 
ture of Louisiana should take such action as 
justice and right demand. 
These two reso- 


lutions express tho views of tho committee.
